The civilized world will concur in the 
sentence of death which has been passed 
upon seven Nazi medical doctors who init- 
iated the vile experiments practiced by the 
Germans on concentration camp prisoners. 

These criminal experiments have been 
described before. They are too obscene and 
horrible to be discussed here. People will 
feel, therefore, that the world is well rid of 
monsters whose debauched brains could con- 
ceive such atrocious cruelties 


But to the condemnation of justice is | 


added the condemnation of a trust betrayed. 

It is bad enough that such stupendous 
evils should be practiced at all. It is infinitely 
worse that they should be practiced by a 
class of men to whom humanity is taught to 
look for mercy and kindliness and compas- 
sion 

The doctor is a healer and a comforter 
His work is entirely constructive. It is 
more of a shock, then, that the blame for 
these atrocities should attach itself to men 
from whom one would expect an entirely 
opposite viewpoint and an entirely opposite 
behaviour 

For even the most rigid system of law 
admits that there are degrees of guilt. Just 
as a doctor is expected to behave more merci- 
fully than other men, so is any great public 
figure bound to a high standard of behaviour 
because of the example he sets, 

The greater a man’s responsibility, the 
greater his guilt if he betrays it. 


These men convicted in Nuernberg, 
therefore, are among the vilest criminals 
of the war. The world will breathe mor: 
freely when they are gone.
